pineſs ? His Port deprives him'vf Secie- 
ty, and the diftance that he mbft keep, 
renders his Life ſolitary and uncomforta- 
ble ; and yet, (which is very retttatkable5 
he is troubled with Company, and hisAr- 
teadants will not .give him the Liberty 
of an Hour®s Privacy and Receſs. 'So that 
indeed 'a great” Pavourite, a States-man, 
can.neither be familtat or retir'd, nor can 
enjoy himſelf alote or his Friends in 
Company, but muſt be confin'd to the 
Bedlam of Buffoons and Paraſites. ' If 
this be then ſuch a Pleaſant Life, pe# me 
ficet, -let thoſe that will run the danger, 
enjoy the Benefit of being great and ha-
